very much alarmed, broke out with an aus- 
countenance and voice—he has nu 

y ohtto believe in Christ. LT answered to 
this, fect, thathe had as gooda right’ t: 
behewe in Christ as any person in the 
world; bor if she taught him that he had 
vot, @Beourse he hac a right to disbelieve in 
him amd no wonder he is drove to put a 
peri@d to his existence, and I admonished 
hep for being accessary to such a_ horrid 
deed. Atthis she arose in great wrath 
and went outol the room in haste, sent 
her son to turn me out of the house ; but 
his father remonstrated with him telling 
him that I did him no harm—that he was 
eladto see me and h<ar me talk.
